manded by him and the San Francisco 
was once his 
charge. 
His 
lectures 
won for him a great 
reputation and 
his inventions placed him In the front 
rank. 
He was chief of the bureau of

m am m oth gun factory at tin- W ashing­ 
ton navy yard.

O. T., May 7 — It Is 
now know n th a t six lives were lost 
in the cloudburst at Foss, on the Choc­ 
taw and O klahom a railroad. 
Fifteen 
houses w ere carried away and a Choc­ 
taw passenger train had a thrilling 
race to escape the flood th a t followed. 
The dead: 
Mrs. Butterfield and grand daughter. 
Mrs. H utchinson. 
Mrs. Morgan and son. 
Man, name unknown. 
Foss is a town of 800 people. 
It was 
built mostly on high ground, but ex­ 
tended into the valley. 
The cloud­ 
burst struck T urkey creek some dis­ 
tance from Foss at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, raising the w aters of th at 
stream and the W ashita river to a 
depth of nearly ten feet. 
The flood 
reached Foss at 6:30 o’clock, coming 
with su ch suddenness th at the people 
in the valley could not reach high 
ground. 
From Elk City to Foss, the Choctaw 
railway follows Turkey creek for a 
distance of 16 miles. 
Below Foss the 
( reek crosse* under the Choctaw track 
and empties into the W ashita which 
the Choctaw crosses further east. 
T h e 
train crew saw the wall of w ater de­ 
scending the creek and began a race 
for the bridge across the W ashita. 
The train 
barely got into Foss 
in 
time before the bridge over T u rk ey 
creek 
was sw’ept away. 
T ho train 
finally reached W eatherford, a fte r en 
countering num erous bad places in the 
track and was compelled to rem ain 
there because of w ashouts ahead.
